There is no way for the examiner to be able to figure out what enzymes the applicant is referring to and applicant has not mad 
a side by side comparison of the enzymes of the references versus the enzymes of the invention. Further how would one of ordinary skill 
in the art know what enzymes would would and not work in the invention according to applicant "limitation" in the claim for what they 
consider the enzyme must be. The enzymes are clearly the same as what applicant uses. As stated before the Patent Office does not 
have the facilities to conduct side by side comparisons of the rpior art versus applicant's invention..
